Uravury of Our Troops. 


' 
[Special Correspondence.^ 


BAIQUIKI, Cuba, July 4.—I KUW our 


troops when they landed at Baiquid 
from tho transport vessels and observ- 
ing their ft'i«rlet>.s demeanor and conli- 
dont manner said to myfeclf, "These 
mt'U arc determined to win or die." 
Tho t-carred veterans of many fights dis- 
playcd no more unconcern and self con- 
fidence than the 1'roJi recruits who wero 
so soon to gc* iheir first experience of 
real warfare. 
When tho test of tho or- 


deal of battle came, it proved tho truth 
of my conjecture, and tho volunteers, 
equally with the regulars, comported 
IhciiihC'lves with all tho courage ami 
steudiiicbs of soldiers who had repeated- 
ly faced an enemy. 


In tho tvro days' battle, which left 


our Iroops iu possession of tho outposts 
and approaches to Santiago, with 11 
i'lt-ai' buucu uf ihivu-quai'teM >jf a mile 
between them uud tho interior rlctVnsts 
of tho city, the fighting took pLico in :i 
hilly '.(.'Ciior. of country, which made it 
impGb.v.blu for « siuglo observer to see 
much of tho extensive line oi' attack. 
But where the si'^ht failed hearing camo 
to my aid, and tho sharp crack of rifles 
and tho booming of artillery convoyed 
ve^y emphatic intimations of the fact 
I.KU a battle was raging and that death 
was reaping a rich harvest on these 
green hillsides. 


Right iu front of me General Lawton 


and General Wheeler were advancing 
on El Cauey with their troops. I saw 
tho men struggling up the hill in tho 
face of a galling lire. Many men drop- 
ped, but thoy kept steadily forward and 
upward until tiio height was gained 
uud what was left of the Spaniards put 
to flight. I saw likewise Colonel Roose- 
velt and his rough riders in tho fore- 
front of tho fight, forcing their way 
through alternate lines of barbed wiie, 
cactus and thorny undergrowth until 
they had gained tho crest of an emi- 
nence with thinned ranks but tindimin- 
ished aider. And not only these, but 
other recent addition's to the army of 
the United States also fought with the 
utmost resolution and daring. 


Possibly it is unjust to discriminate 


where all conducted themselves with 
signal bravery, but surely heroism dis- 
played by raw recruits under circum- 
stances of the most imminent peril is 
entitled to special commendation. Brave 
men have faltered and lost heart when 
facing fire for the first time. 
What 


shall wo call that phase of courage 
which imbuing men confronting death 
dealing missiles for the first time en- 
ables them to comport themselves with 
all the steadiness and valor of trained 
troops inured to the severest experiences 
of war? 


Tho Cuban auxiliaries under General 


Garcia occupied the extreme right of 
the line of attack. They had not much 
fighting to do, nor was a position of any 
importance assigned to them, a fact 
which I regard as fortunate. Since the 
landing of pur troops the most notable 
service they have performed has boon to 
deplete tho commissary stoics and pick 
up any loose articles they found lying 
around. They know nothing oi' marks- 
manship, and however well am-cd will 
not fight well in the op;;n. I imagine

that tho principal use to which they 
can be put is to act as spies, pickets and 
advance guards for tho army of invasion. 


A notable circumstance, and one that 


is unique in military annals, occurred 
during a lull' in the fighting. Tho 
Twenty-first infantry was far in ad- 
vance and suffering heavily from tho 
Spanish 
fire. Warn the firing had 


slackened, one of tho gallant fellows 
started tho "Star Spangled Banner," 
and soon the entire regiment, oven tho 
wounded, took np tho refrain and sang 
it with a fervor and enthusiasm that 
only men could feel in such a supreme 
moment. I doubt if ever a national 
hymn was suns under such circum- 
stances during uhe entire history of tho 
human race. 


So far the spectacular and inspiring 


incidents of war dppeulcd to my fancy. 
If I paw men drop iu the ranks, it was 
in tho front of the onward rush to vic- 
tory, and my mind had no timo to think 
of gaping wounds and young lives crush- ] 
ed out. 
Shortly I had very pertinent 


reminders of the horrible and dramatic 
features of war. Wounded soldiers, and j 
occasionally an officer, were borne past ' 
ray place of observation on rnclo ex- 
temporized stretchers or in tho arms of 
comrades. Occasionally there was a snr- 
j 


goon to attend tho severest cases that 
i 


could not bo safely removed to the tern- j 
porary hospital, some four or five miles 
distant. The othors^wero tenderly car- 
ried or, when not so severely wounded, 
helped over tho intervening hills and 
^iu\vo, kliioujjii uiidijariui and cactus. 


It would take a volume to contain the 


instances of individual coolness and 
courage displayed at the battle of San- 
tiago. I cannot, however, forbear to 
mention tho daring act of Assistant 
Surgeon Church, a young Washington 
physician, who dressed a fallen man's ' 
wound in advance of tho lino amid a , 
hail of Mauser bullets.

Stand by the Hag and President, 


COST OF THE AVAK. 


The cost of the war thus far has 


been about 5125,000,000. 
The loss of 


life, taking Slmfter's report and the 
naval mishaps, 
is 
1,673 in 
killed, 


wounded and missing. The money ex- 
penditure has been. larg;& because we 
had little equipment to begin with and 
had to spend large sums for barber 
defenses, ammunition and ships, to 
say nothing of uniforms, supplies and 
transportation. 
Having now 
made 


provision in the main lines of expendi- 
ture, the average cost in money per 
day henceforward will not be so great 
as it has been during the last three 
months. We do not nee" to buy any 
more ships and expenditure for har- 
bor defense is nearly over. 


Statistics show that we have not 


been at as much cost in this war as 
have other nations during a similar 
period. The Servia-Bulgarian troubles 
in 1SS5, a vcar of but few weeks, cost 
in money $176,000,000. The effort made 
by Spain to put down the rebellion in 
Cuba from 1S6S to 1878 cost her $300,- 
000,000 in money and the lives of 8,- 
000 officers and 200,000 private soldiers. 
From this it will be deducted that 
Cuba is an- expensive country to gov- 
ern. 
We may find it out before we 


are through with it. Already the in- 
surgents begin to show a sullen and 
unwilling attitude toward their de- 
liverers. 


The Franco-Prussian war cost $2,- 


500,000,000; Our civil war, $7,100,000,000 
The 
Crimean war cost $2,000,000,000 


and 200,000 lives. The war of Russia 
and Turkey in 1877 cost $1,000,000,000 
and 225,000 men killed and wounded. 


In comparative losses we escaped 


well at Santiago: it would have been 
fearful had we been obliged to take 
the place by assault. At Leipzig Na- 
poleon's losses were one man out of 
four; at Sedan the third Napoleon lost 
one man out of five. That was the 
loss on the union side at Antietam. 
The Austrians at Sadowa lost one man 
out of six engaged. We lost at San- 
tiago one out of ten. But think what 
it would have been haa we stormed 
the place.

'All doubts about the authenticity of 


the letter sent to Gen. Shafter by the 
Cuban, Gen. Garcia, have been dis- 
pelled by Gen. Shatter's reply to that 
letter. It was a petulant, fault-finding 
epistle, that of Garcia, raising hopes 
in Spain that we should have the in- 
surgents to deal with as well as the 
Spaniards. 


Gen. 
Shafter's reply is courteous and 


dignified. He politely reminds Garria 
that an invitation to witness the sur- 
render of Santiago was sent, but Gar- 
cia did -not accept it. Pointed atten- 
tion is called to tho fact that the war 
is between the United States and Spain 
and it was out of the question for the 
surrender to be made to any other 
force than that of the American army, 
which had brought about the reduction 
of the city. 


Aptly, too, Gen. Shafter speaks of 


tho directions of the President of the 
United States, 
which establish the 


political regulations of the conquered 
territory, for the best interest of the 
Inhabitants. 
No distinctions can 
be 


made between the people of Cuba who 
acknowledge 
the 
authority of 
the 


United States. The arrangements thus 
far made are provisional but complr-te, 
and not oppressive to insurgents, pa- 
citicos or Spaniards. 


For the better information of Gen. 


Garcia, Kh.iftnr incloses a copy of the 
President's Instructions. Ho mentions 
that he ha» given full credit in his re- 
port to Garcia and his men, for all 
that they have done. He expresses 
regret that Garcia has withdrawn.

i Captain Eidd In Story and In Fact. 
i Among all the pirates who havo fig- 
tired in Jiistory, legend or song there i9 
ono whose name stands pre-eminent in 
America as the typical hero of the 
dreadod black flag. The name of this 
man will instantly come to the mind of 
almoct every reader, for when \ro speak 
of pirates vre usually think of Captain 
Kidd. 


In fact, however, Captain Kidd was 


uot a typical pirate, for in many ways 
he was different from the ordinary ma- 
rine freebooter, especially when we con- 
sider him-in relation to onr own coun- 
try. All other pirates who made them- 
selves notorious oa our coast were 
known as robbers, pillagers and ruth- 
less destroyers of life and property, but 
Captain. Kidd's fame was of another 
kind. 
Wo do not think of him as a 


pirate who came to carry away tho 
property of American citizens, for near- 
ly all the stories about him relate to his 
arrival at different points on onr shores 
for the sole purpose of hiding the rich 
treasures which he had collected in oth- 
er parts of the world. 


This could not fail to make Captain 


Kidd a most interesting personage, and 
the result has bsen that he has been, 
lifted into tho region of legendary ro- 
mance. There are two Captain Kidds— 
tho Kidd of song and story, and the 
other the Kidd of fact.—Prank R. 
Stockton in St. Nicholas. 


Tennessee Assurance. 


In March, 1796, tho sheriffs of the 


territory which is now Tennessee took 
a census of their own, and as there were 
60,000 citizens of proper age the terri- 
tory declared ftself a state, proceeded lo 
choose a governor, a congressman and 
a legislature, which selected two United 
States senators. Congress, then in ses- 
sion in Philadelphia, had received no 
information regarding tbe action in the 
territory until congressman and sena- 
tors walked in uninvited and announced 
that a stato had been born, had elected 
its officers, made its laws and was run- 
ning on scheduled time. 


Congress was disconcerted and noti- 


fied tho applicants that the sheriff's 
census was irregular and they mnsfc 
wait at least for an invitation before 
they proceeded to sit at tho federal ta- 
ble. Upon second thought congress de- 
cided to be' courteous, ajid on Juno 1 
admitted Tonnessee.nearly three months 
after ehe had become a stato.by her own 
action. This state, whose coming into 
tho Union was a little previons, was 
the third stato in tbe Union to provide 
a president for the Union and the first 
outside tbe original 13, and with ono 
exception tho only stato south of the 
Ohio and the James ever to furnish a 
president, and she has provided three, 
more than any other stato escept New 
York, Virginia and Ohio. — Boston 
Transcript.

of tho population in this portion of the 
island. Since then tho people have prac- 
tically reverted into barbarism, and the 
experiment of self government on their 
part must bo admitted a failure. 
It is 


doubtful if a pure negro race can realize 
a high political or social ideal. 
They 


have not at least realized such here. 


I was greatly surprised on entering 


the spacious harbor to discover that 
Mole St. Nicholas is such an insignifi- 
cant place. I had heard ranch of it aft- 
er General Grant's first inauguration, 
and it was generally known that he 
thought it very desirable to secure as a 
coaling station for our warships. I im- 
agined that it would bo a place of some 
importance, lying as it does in the line 
of tho great ocean highway loading from 
Europe and the United States to the 
isthmus of Panama and South and Cen- 
tral America. It seems to me now, after 
my preconceptions have been corrected 
by intimacy, that its principal claim to 
notice is owing to the fact of its being a 
cable station. Thero are no lights to 
guide vessels which may approach it at 
night in so tho harbor, nor do I think 
there is any pilot. 


When we stepped ashore the other 


day, a few barefooted, scantily attired 
negro soldiers, carrying rifles with fixed 
bayonets, accosted us roughly in tho 
rudest imaginable French patois and 
told us wo must go to tho governor. 
Thither we repaired, preceded by our 
d-nsky guides, up a sparsely built street. 
Very soon wo halted at a rude frame 
house in front of which a- number of 
Bomiaude soldiers were loitering. Pass- 
ing a sleepy bodyguard, wo were usher- 
ed into the governor's dndieuco room, 
whero a number of colored men sur- 
rounded a board table, covered with a 
bed sheet. Their out at the elbcw uni- 
forms were bedizened with gilt cord and 
brass buttons, and they seemed to look 
witb supremo contempt upon us poor 
white civilians. Wo did nor, however, 
soe the governor, but whatever business 
he had to do was transacted through his 
sable representatives. 


Cash, I may say, is tho great desider- 


atum at Molo St. Nicholas. By tho ex- 
penditure of 100 francs a visiting ves- 
sel, it is claimed, can secure a clear 
certificate of health whatever the patho- 
logical conditions may bo. 


The cablo station, is about half a mile 


j from the governor's "palace," as the 


inhabitants grandiloquently style his 
wooden shanty. The path lies through 
briers and cacti, ancl a detachment of 
the army that accompanied us thither 
stopped frequently to pluck tho thorns 
from its feet. I may state en passant 
that tiio army, as tho residents of Mole 
St. Nicholas dub it, numbers 13, not 
including the filer aud drummer. Upon 
reaching tho station a correspondent, 
who was one of our number, fovwarcled 
his dispatch to his newspaper. Since 
tho transference cf the scene of opera- 
tions iu tho war to Santiago tho Mole 
St. Nicholas has become the chief cable 
station of the West Indian fleet and is 
tho favorite place for dispatch boats to 
run to when there is any important 
news to send. 


It is a straggling village of about 500 


inhabitants, all black. There is a stag- 
nant, drowsy atmosphere about it that 
has a tendency to act upon one like a 
soporific. 
Tho residents never seem to 


be actively employed; appear to have 
no desire to better their condition, and 
the struggle of life seemingly bears very 
lightly upon them. 
Their religion, 


which, however, does not lack fervor, is 
a sort of cross between African fotich- 
ism and Christianity, while their social 
life is but slightly in advance of that of 
savages. 


But viewed in itself as a locality 


BIolo St. Nicholas is entitled to great 
consideration. Its spacious harbor is al- 
most entirely landlocked and in it tho 
largest navy in tho world would lind 
secure shelter from the prevailing north- 
cast winds, even in tbe stormiest weath- 
er. The climate of the placo is cooler 
and healthier than in other parts of tlio 
i'-J-nc! and would not dirr,™cc with peo- 
ple who had been reared iu much moro 
northerly latitudes. It would be difficult 
to ovcrestimato its value to tho United 
States as a coaling station and harbor 
of refuge. 
In tho event of tho complo- j 


tion cf tho Panama canal it is neodloss 
to say that tho value of the Molo St. 
Nicholas would bo largely enhanced.

. Lettuce Salad. 


To have a really good salad the ma- 


terials must be fresn. 
If direct from 


one's own garden,' so much the better, 
as they will then require no washing, 
it being only necessary to wipe the 
leaves, but if lettuce has been bought in 
the shop or market it will require to 
be washed carefully and quickly and 
then to be dried thoroughly.

it with a wooden spoon, adding good

HELPFUL HOME HINTS. 


To the amateur in housekeeping must 


be pointed out the relative economy of 
the various joints into which meat is 
subdivided. The rtmnd of b'eef is almost 
free from bone, and is therefore very 
conomical for use in large families, as 
the weight purchased ,is almost solid 
flesh, and thus eatable to tho last por- 
tion. 
The ribs, one of the be&t julula 


sold, are made more economical if the 
bones are removed heforii the beef is 
roasted, in which case they can be used 
for soup. The meat should be rolled 
and roasted in this shape, and the joint 
is carved then in dainty slices, in which 
fat and lean are almost equally distrib- 
uted. 
The brisket is best for boiling, 


and if simmered gently at the beginning 
is tender and digestible. 


When the various tools and imple- 


ments needed in a household are kept in 
a closet, they should be hung around 
the walls of the cupboard upon a back- 
ground of smoothly pasted white paper. 
The shape o'f each tool when first hung 
should be boldly outlined in ink, and 
then -when a tool is taken out and not 
replaced its loss is instantly apparent 
as soon as the cupboard door is opened, 
and a search can be more successfully 
instigated than would have been the 
case "had the tools all been heterogene- 
ously mixed upon the shelves of the 
cupboard.

Compfexion Hints 


for Hot Weather, 


There is no doubt that one of the best 


methods of treating the complexion 
when disfigured by blackheads or acnes 
of any description is to steam it. In the 


enerality of cases it is strongly to be 


advocated, 
especially when the acne 


takes this form ot small, hard pimples. 


Fill a jug three parts full of boiling 


water, tie a cloth round the upper part 
in such a manner as to concentrate tha 
steam and hold the face over it. 


All the time that the face is being 


steamed the skin must be gently mas- 
saged, for as the steam softens the skin, 
and opens the pores this rubbing •will, 
bring the black specks out and assist in. 
softening the hard lumps. The latter, 
if not allowed to go too far before being 
treated, will gradually die away under 
proper carp. f?>iecia!!y if they 2.re fre- 
quently dabbed over wkh toilet vinegar 
and water in the proportion of one part 
of vinegar to three of water. 


The reason that these spots are much 


worse in hot weather is that the blood 
often gets into an overheated condition, 
and there is carelessness about takins 
cold drinks, a thing which should never 
be done when feeling very hot. A good 
dose of citrate of magnesia is very cool- 
ing and quite one of the most benenci&l 
things that can be taken. 


This form of acne very frequently ap- 


pears on the back between the shoul- 
ders. When it does, that part should be 
washed night and morning in water 
softened with toilet ammonia. A long 
handled bath brush should be used, for 
it is quite impossible to otherwise reach 
that part well enough to give it that 
amount of rubbing which is required. 
This brush must be well lathered with 
antiseptic skin soap, and the friction he 
continued for about five minutes. Then 
an ointment, consisting of one dram of 
sulphur and one ounce of benzoatecl 
lard, should be applied. If this ointment 
is used before these spots haw got very 
large, their growth will often be arrest- 
ed at the beginning, and they will grad- 
ually die away.-

be spoiled, one, and that by no means 
the least disagreeable, being that tire- 
some flushing of the face which so many 
women find so very disagreeable. With 
some, it is the result of extreme nerv- 
ousness, and the only way of overcom- 
ing it lies in determination, well carried 
out. not to jrive way to tho fooling.

Statistics Just Issued 


By the State. 


NORTH ADAMS' GOOD SHOWING 


This City Is the Manufacturing Cente 


of Western Massachusetts and 


One of the Leaders in 


the State. 


Additional statistics of the census o 


Massachusetts for 1895 have just beer 
issued. They give 
further evidence 


of the important position occupied bj 
North Adams in the manufacturing 
life of this .great industrial state. I 
was recently shown that this city ha; 
one half of all the capital invested in 
manufacturing in Berkshire county 
It produces one-half of the goods pro 
duced in the entire county. 


The figures just given out by thi 


census department at Boston relate ti 
the amount of wages paid, men em 
ployed, number of days the manufaet 
wring institutions run and relative po 
sition of the various cities in the state 
in matter of their industries. 


It seems that North Adams .while 


it is the 24th city in Massachusetts in 
matte. i,f population, it is the 14th cit_ 
in the matter of goods manufactured 
and amount of work done. No othe 
city in the state makes such a won 
derful showing. In other words, Nortl 
Adams with an accredited population 
in 1895 of less than 20,000, produces 
within a few dollars in manufacturee 
goods of what Somerx'llle or Spring 
field do with over 50,000 population 
each. Somerville is eighth in size o 
the cities of the state and Springfield 
10th, 
yet they come Immediately ahead 


of North Adams in the list. No city o: 
any where near equal population pro 
duces the goods that does North Ad 
ams. Pittslield which is 23d in order of 
population is 21st in rank in amoun 
of goods made and work done, the 
later being considerably less than hal 
that of North Adams. 


It is a satisfaction to call attention 


to the large number of operatives em 
ployed in North Adams, the large per 
centage of time they are occupied anc 
the high rank that their average rat 
of wages takes as compared with the 
average wage earned in the other cities 
of the state. In Adams the average 
wages are $345.98 per year agains 
$427.52 in North Adams, but the 3' 
salaried per0??!"

HOMESICK SOLDIERS, 


How Volunteers Are 
Affected 


Nostalgia. 


By 


The death of Hatvey A^iib of Co. I 


of the 2d regiment by nostalgia, or 
homesickness, raises the question as 
to the^extent of that disease among 
the troops, and the way in which men- 
tal trouble can bring on death. -Dr. 
David Clark of Springfield was asked 
yesterday for his opinion on the sub- 
ject, and talked about it for a few 
minutes on the basis of his army ex- 
perience in the civil war as a surgeon. 
He does not believe that homesickness 
could bring on death, except in con- 
junction with other causes. Examina- 
tion of the medical and surgical rec- 
ords of the war shows that there were 
during the war 5,213 cases described 
as nostalgia. They arose mostly under 
one set of conditions. ,,When the men 
were in the thick of a hard campaign 
they were too busy to be homesick. 
When 
they settled 
down in their 


trenches and had nothing to do but to 
think of home, and particularly when 
their conditions were 
discouraging, 


they began to be homesick. Patients 
in the hospitals suffering severe pain 
were rarely thus affected. The officers 
sought to combat this trouble, in cases 
of prolonged camp life, and they could 
do so by prescribing some active work 
for the betterment of the camp con- 
ditions, or by introducing soce active 
sports. The disease was found to exist 
chiefly In cases of young married men 
absent from home for the first time, 
and in young unmarried men of imag- 
inative temperament and weak will. 


Dr. Clark suggests that the condi- 


tions prevailing about Santiago after 
the battle have been such as to give 
the men a good deal of time to think 
and grow morbid and to make some of 
them ill from this form of mental de- 
pression. The effect of nostalgia on the 
body is simply that of mental depres- 
sion when one is at home. The close 
relations existing between mind and 
body are well known. If one has good 
success in his work he feels better; 
if things go wrong he becomes de- 
pressed, and the weaknesses of his 
body are exaggerated. Nostalgia, is a 
form of melancholia or of insanity, 
and just what change has taken u^e 
In the brain is h,ud lo Kay. Therehiis 
been a weakening of nervoui energy, 
and the natural power of reaction 
which enables one to recover from dis- 
eased condition?) Is lost. So people do 
not die of nostalgia itself, but their 
depression prevents recovery from pre- 
viously existing disorders.

More Rulings Which Will Take the 


Place of Speculation. 


When the new revenue law went Into 


effect, there was discussion 
among 


the 
local 
real 
estate 
men, as to 


whether, under the terms of the law, 
they were brokers and liable to the 
special tax of $50. The passing of the 
various papers were of course accom- 
panied by the necessary stamps, but 
In addition there was a tax on' all 
brokers in negotiable securities. There 
was a good deal of argument on the 
Question, and one real estate man is 
said to have paid his $50 under the 
belief that 
he might 
be a broker. 


Within a few clays, however, the com- 
missioner 
of 
internal 
revenue 
at 


Washington has decided that there is 
no provision in the new revenue act 
under which special tax can be held 
to be imposed on real estate agents 
or on any person or firm for simply 
buying or selliner real estate on Com- 
mission, either for themselves or for 
oth&rs. The law is aimed at a class 
of men known generally in the com- 
munity as brokers, who, whether this 
is their sole occupation or is merely 
business done by them in connection 
with their other business, negotiate 
purchases or pales of stocks, bonds, 
notes, £e., either for themselves or for 
others. The decision holds that a fair 
construction of the law does not mnk 
any man a broker necessarily who in 
vests his surplus earnings in stocks 
bonds and notes, but does not ne 
gotiate purchases or sales thereof. 


Another point in the law has jus 


received a new "winkle," in regard t 
the check stamps, as the following 
extract from a revenue order shows 
"Under a recent decision of the com
